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Twenty years ago sounds like a 
long time, doesn't it? Yet it was 
in 1961 that President John F 
Kennedy promised a New Frontier 
for the United States. With this 
promise, America was given a 
new fascination—the space pro- 
gram. In the years following 
JFK's assassination, America 
found itself committed to fulfilling 
his dream of putting a man on the 
moon before the end of the 
decade. This is the scenario 
which gave birth to television's 
most popular science-fiction 
adventure series—STAR TREK 

Borrowing from JFK'S ‘‘New 
Frontier,’ the STAR TREK TV 
series would begin with the 
words °‘Space — The Final Fron- 
tier’’ thus the ‘‘frontier’ 
association was made and STAR 
TREK carried on JFK's dream. In- 
deed, the series created tremen- 
dous enthusiasm 

Gene Roddenberry, the genius 
creator of STAR TREK, became a 
Powerful influence over many 
aspects of video entertainment, 


such as special effects and pro- 
gram format. Surely, sci-fi greats 
such as 2001-A SPACE ODYSSEY 
and STAR WARS are offshoots of 
Roddenberry's brainchild. In ad- 
dition, as all creators, Rod- 
denberry used STAR TREK as a 
forum to present views of life and 
politics to the world. However, 
after only three seasons on the 
NBC-TV network, its flight was 
intercepted—the five year mis- 
sion would be incomplete. At that 
point, a remarkable thing hap- 
pened—the show refused to be 
forgotten, 

When the seventy-nine TV 
episodes were placed in syndica- 
tion to local TV stations, an enter- 
tainment miracle occurred. The 
audiences grew larger, creating 
the STAR TREK phenomenon and 
giving birth to ‘‘Trekkies"* (avid 
fans). Throughout the 1970's, 
Trekkies gathered to discuss 
their favorite episodes, purchase 
assorted STAR TREK parapher- 
nalia, create their own imaginary 
adventures, and meet the 


creators of their favorite obses- 
sion. STAR TREK conventions 
pop up annually in major cities 
across the country 


To answer the calling of the na- 
tion, Roddenberry and Paramount 
Pictures re-assembled the crew 
of the Starship Enterprise, 
creating STAR TREK—The Motion 
Picture Premiering this month) 

Added to the cast of the STAR 
TREK TV series are two new faces 
— Stephen Collins as Com- 
mander William Decker, Ex- 
ecutive Officer of the Starship 
Enterprise, and the former Miss 
India, Persis Khambatta, as Ilia 
from the Planet Della Four. The 
new additions remind us that the 
crew of the Enterprise are ongg- 
ing personalities and that a major 
part of the whole STAR TREK 


phenomenon is that the Trekkies 
were caught up in the characters 
as woll as in the stories. Now, we 
are taken on a new journey with 
the new crew and itis not just a 


space adventure, but a human 
adventure (apologies to any 
Vulcans who may be reading 
this) 


While the motion picture is a 
quantum leap forward from the 
TV show of the late ‘60s, it is an 
interesting postscript to an era. 
In looking back at the original 
STAR TREK, we should keep in 
mind that all of the episodes were 
filmed before the United States 
landed Neil Armstrong on the 
moon. It is probably no coin- 
cidence that it was in 1969, the 
same year Armstrong took ‘‘one
